The little victims, whose ages ranged 
from five years to 16 or 17 were for 
the most part suffocated by smoke or 
trampled to death under the feet of 
the throug which jammed the exits 
in the wild rush to safety.

JUSTICE IN CANADA 
AND UNITED STATES 


(Chicago Daily-News) 

Comments on the strange verdict 
in the Saltis-Koneil murder case call 
attention once ‘more™to the vices of 
the present’ Illinois system of select- 
ing jurors as well as to the irrational 
technicalities of the criminal code. 
Comparisons are made with the ad- 
ministration of justice in English 
criminal cases, England having thor- 
oughly reformed its code of precedure 
and practice more than forty years 
ago. 

It is not necessary, however, to go 
so far for object lessons in the appli- 
eation of law and justice in eriminal 
cases, Canada has a system of law 
and justice that offers arresting con- | 
trasts to that of Hlinois. 


A few days ago several distinguish- 
ed judges and eminent lawyers of Can- 
ada testified at a session held in Tor- 
onto by the New York legislative 
crime commission, Soine of the facts 
brought out were these:— 


There is no trouble in the Dominion 
in connection with the seleetion of 
juries, though the average intelligence 
of juries is nol as high as it might 
be. Challenges of jurors for cause 
are so rare as to be unknown to most 
lawyers,

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TELLS KIWANIS OF 
HABIT FORMATION 


The Kiwanis Club were indeed for-, 
tunate in their choice of the first visit- 
ing speaker to address them this year, 
at their luncheon held on Tuesday 
evening, January 11th, 

After the visitors had been intro- 
duced in the usual manner, President 
Pat Wright called upon the speaker 
of the evening, Prof. Ottewell of the 
University of Alberta, whom he intro- 
duced as Kiwanian Bert, 

Prof. Otiewell began his most in- 
teresting and informative address on 
“Habit” by a reference to Prof. James’ 
psychology and his talks to teachers. 
Throughout the address the speaker 
iNustrated his various points by stor: 
ies which provoked roars of laugh- 
ter from the assembled gathering and 
which at the same time helped to im- 
press these points in the minds of 
his hearers. 

Kiwanian Ottewell commenced by 
stating that the ability we have to 
form habits is the most important 
thing about us and is first acquired 
by effort. By way of illustration he 
mentioned that when we first began 
to walk, talk or dress ourselves, 20, 
30 or 40 years ago, many of these 
operations which by now have become 
simple were then difficult efforts. 

He then proceeded to show that as 
Prof. James states in his book, hab- 
its once learned become part of our 
physical make-up and further that hab- 


{its which are formed before the age 


of about 30 have a strong tendency 
to recur through life, and conversely, 
habits which are not formed by that 
time will be very difficult indeed to 
form later, 

He then proceeded to show why 
this is, showing the process of habit 
formation starting with an idea fol- 
lowed by messages known technical: 
ly as neurol discharges which keep 
on coming and plowing their way 
through until tracks are formed lke 
the tracks of a number of cars in the 
snow and the habit is worked through 
and into our physical material. 

Dealing in conclusion with “master 
habits” the professor in mentioning 
“sloppy carelessness” as the chief of 
bad habits, said, “If there is one thing 
the devil in hell invented it is that 
phrase ‘That’s good enough’.” . 

The speaker very wisely left the 
audience to work out the moral les- 
sons for themselves,’ and the address 
having concluded, the meeting closed 
in the usual manner,

CROP ESTIMATE 
SHOWS DECLINE 
OF 56'MILLIONS 


Winnipeg, Jan. 8—The grand total 
of values of farm products produced 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta during the past year declined 
$56,000,000 from 1925, according to 
a nestimate made by the Manitoba 
Free Press and published today in 
the paper’s annual agricultural re- 
view. 

The value of the 1926 production 
in the three provinces is placed at 
$482,322,017.27 as compared with 
$530,397,170.02 in 1925. 

Commenting on the decrease, 
Free Press report says: 

“The grand total of values shows 
a shrinkage of roughly $56,000,000 
from the returns in 1925, and the 
whole of that amount, and indeed 
some millions more, were lost on the 
amount of grain received and market- 
ed, this difference being due to the 
bad weather during harvest and 
threshing. While the discrepancy is 
wide at the present time, it does not 
mean a completed deduction from the 
returns of the year of the whole of 
these amounts, but that while the 
crop was aw tremendously large one, 
the delay in movement has caused 
the inspections to fall some 30,000,- 
000 bushels below the movement of 
the corresponding five months of 
1925. Some of the difference, how- 
ever, is a loss, because it is due to 
the larger percentage of low grade 
grains. It is not possible to drop 
from 80 per cent of contract to 46

Where do the Sawflies Come From? 

Suwflies normally live in the flow- 
ering stems of grasses, For as long 
as they remain there they will not do 
us any serious damage. Also, they 
will never become very abundant, be- 
cause many other insects, their para- 
sites, find grubs while they are tun- 
nelling down inside the grass stems 
and lay eggs in them through the 
sides of the stems. 

The parasites live 
inside the sawfly grubs and eventual: 
Wy kill them. tm the following spring, 
instead of a sawfly escaping from the 
stub of a severed grass stem, para- 
sites will emerge and will attack the 
sawtly grubs of the next generation. 

Transference to Wheat 

For some reason that we cannot ex- 
Wain a few sawflies occasionally dis- 
covered that they can lay their eggs 
in wheat stems just as satisfactorily 
as they can in those of grasses. It is 
these which attack the wheat around 
the edges of the fields. Fortunately 


grubs of these 


jfor us most of the sawflies that de- 


velop in the wheat from the eggs fly 
back to grass the following spring. 
lor this reason the infection of wheat 
may be confined to the edges of the 
fields ofr several years, and no appre: 
clable damage will be done. 
Cause of Increase in Wheat 

The parasites, which kill off most 
of the sawfly grubs that are living in 
grass stems, are unable to attack the 
grubs which are tunnelling in wheat 
stems. Why is this? Is it that their 
instincts do not lead them tu 
sawfly grubs in wheat stems? or is it 
that they are unable to reach the grub 
inside the comparatively thick stems 
of the wheat? We cannot answer 
these questions in the present state of 
our knowledge. In North Dakota, 
where for many years sawflies have 
caused severe losses to wheat, some 
of the parasites are beginning to at- 
fuck the sawfly in wheatstems, but 
in Alberta we cannot look to the para-

sites to destroy any of the sawfly 
grubs in wheat for many years to 
come, and even if they ever manage 
to do so they will never kill all of 
them, any more than they now do in 
grasses, 

At the present time, then, practical- 


ly every sawily grub that lives in a 
Wheatstem will develop eventually in- 
lo an egg-laying sawtly, even though 
most of those living in grass stems 
are killed by parasites, 

As we have seon, in the early years

The scene here resembled that in 
the canteens of Forts St. Jean and 
St. Therese, save that the men were 
all legionnaires of course, and the per- 
son behind the bar was a woman, a 
veritable French vivandiere and fille 
du regiment, 

Here again, a few francs procured 
an incredible quantity of wine and all

was harmony, noise and heetice gaity 
of the kind induced by alcohok Re- 
turning to our barrack room at the 


call of “lights out” we completed our 
preparations for the morrow by the 
meagre light of the caserne night-lamp. 

We gathered that we should be 
aroused at 5.15 \n the morning, and 
should have to be on recruit parade 
at 6.30 in uniform and sash, with knap- 
sack, rifle, bells and bayonet, and 
that everything must be immaculate 
and shining.

The following salient features were 
taken from a circular issued by C. M. 
Hall, manager of the Alberta wheat 
poo! elevators, to his agents: 

That the grain trade is unfair and 
inaccurate in its criticisms of the 
wheat pool. 

That the grain trade is compelling 
non-pool farmers to pay for the ex- 
pensive campaign ‘being conducted 
against the pool. 

That non-pool farmers are contri- 
buting to the grain trade in “spreads” 
on street grain nearly three times the 
amount that wheat pool farmers are 
required to pay. 

That on “street wheat” non-pool 
farmers, according to a recent buy- 
ing list,, pay the grain trade an av- 
erage spread of from 13 to 14 cents 
a bushel, 

That the grain trade’s lowest mar- 
gin on “street wheat” according to a 
recent buying list, is between 8 and 9 
cents a bushel. 

That the grain trade’s highest mar- 
gin on the same list is between 16 and 
17 cents a bushel. 

That if a line elevator receives in 
one day 2000 bushels of non-pool 
wheat the gross elevator profit is 
around $265.00. 

That if the same elevator receives 
2000 bushels of pool wheat in one day 
the gross amount of profit to that ele- 
vator is $9.00. 

That non-poolers thus have to pay 
nearly three times as much as pool 
members, 

That in view of the above figures 


the line elevators can well afford to 
lose a grade where they enter into 


competition with pool elevators, and 


are desirous of discrediting the pool.

ARTICLE No. 8 


A number of readers of these articles, 
in answering the various problems that 
are given, want to know if they should 
try to remember the hands given, Of 
course not. The hand is of no value 
whatever, but the principle involved is 
most important. Yeu often hear play- 
ers say, after playing a hand badly: 
“The next time ] get that hand, I will 
know how to play it,”’ but they are only 
fooling themselves. The possible num- 
ber of hands that can be held ac auction 
is so tremendous that no player can 
ever hope to hold the same hand twice. 
For that reason, don’t try to remember 
any one hand. What you should do is 
to try to remember the principle in- 
volved, for the same principle can be 
used in numberless hands. The only 
useful purpose of example hands is the 
illustration of a principle, and unless 
you understand the principle involved 
and its proper application to other 
hands of a similar character vou haven't 
obtained the lesson froin the example 
hands that they were intended to con- 
vey. In the hands given in last week's 
article, the principle involved is the 
question of a trump lead. When sheuld 
a trump be led? Study these hands 
carefully and try to master the principle 
involved which is all important. 


Answer to Problem No. 7 
Hearts — 7 ————— 


Clubs — A, 9, 7, 3 : Yi ;

No score, first game. Z dealt, bid one 
heart and all passed. What should A 
Jead? ‘This is not the type of hand that 
justifies a trump lead. The bid of one 
heart doesn’t necessarily indicate great 
trump strength so that A's partner may 
very well have one or more honvrs in 
that suit. For that reason a lead of A's 
singleton trump might “kill” an honor 
in his partner’s hand, A should not lead 
away from his four spades to the king, 
for by so doing he may lose his chance 
to make his king. The only two Jeads 
left are a lead from four clubs to the 
ace or four diamonds to the queen, OF 
these two leads, the latter is the better. 
If A leads the diamond suit, he should 
lead the deuce. If he leads the club suit, 
he should lead the ace. Don't lead away 
from aces when a suit is trump, if you 
hold four or more. If you do, you are 
very apt to have the ace trumped on 


the second lead. It is also better prac- 
tice to avoid Jeading a suit containin 
anaceif there isas good ora better lea 
in another suit. The lead of an ace gives 
up control of the suit and loses the 
chance of using it to “kill” a high honor 
in an opponent's hand.

Dr. Bow will 
take over his duties at once. He is 
a graduate of Queen’s University and 
held the position of assistant patholo- 
gist and bacteriologist for the pru- 
vincial laboratory at Regina, and since 
1912 has been medical health officer 
for the city of Regina, and since 1920 
has been superintendent of the gen- 
eral hospital there. Dr. Bow also 
holds the degree of doctor of public 
health from Toronto Univesity, His 
appointnent has been made by the 
Alberta government after ‘horaugh 
canvass of the Alberta possibilities. 


| Dr. Bow has spent most of his pro- 


fessional life in public heelth work 
and is thoroughly conversant with 
activities along this line.

Attendance at Agriculturai Schools 


An unprecendented attendance at 
Olds agricultural school is recorded 


during this term, some 199 students 
having ben enrolled. This is by far 
the largest attendance in the history 
of the school, and exhausts the cap- 
acity of the institution. The attend- 
ance at the other three schools oper- 
ating is also good, 


Dairy Products 

The creamery butter production in 
Alberta during 1926 was somewhat 
higher than that in 1925, the estimate 
for the past season being 20,750,000 
pounds, compared with 19,630,000 in

The ordinary lover of nature can 
train his powers of observation to 
acquire a knowledge that greatly in- 
creases his capacity for appreciation 
of nature, The writer, personally, 
does not profess to be an ornithologist 


but he does know that there are cer: 
tain hawks that should be spared 
from thegun, The,Red Tailed Hawk 
is one. This particular bird does 
far more good to the farmer than he 
does harm. The gophers he catches 
in a season would more than pay for 
an odd chicken he may carry off. The 
writer has yet to see this hawk carry 
away a chicken. He has watched 
him fly over his own flock and hover 
around, and each time he hag gone 
about his business. Now don't get 
away with the idea that you are being 
asked to stand by and watch Mr. 
Hawk pick off your chickens one by 
one. Not by an means. But please 
give the red tailed hawk a chance to 
do so and you will never have to 
shoot him. It is the Goshawk or the 
grey hawk that you have to watch. 
Shoot him the first chance you get, 
for if you once let him get acquaint- 
ed with your farmyard he is pretty 
hard to get rid of- Once they estab- 
lish themselves near a poultry yard 
they are likely to visit it daily. They 
dash suddenly over or around a buil- 
ding into the middle of a poultry 
flock, seize their victim and are off 
with it before you can

Quick Action is Necessary To 
Eradicate Wheatstem Sawfly 


(Continued from Page 1) 
Wheat subs in the spring, return to 
grasses in order to lay their eggs. 
This state of affairs cannot however, 
last for ever. The wheat inhabiting 
individuals practically all survive, 
while most of those in grass stems 
are killed by parasites. For reasons 
into which we cannot enter here, it 
can be shown that, as soon as there 
are almost as many sawflies escaping 
in the spring from wheat stubs, as 
there are from grass stubs, a strain 
ov “variety” of sawflies that prefer 
wheat to grass stems will be estab- 
lished in the district. From that year 
onwards the sawflies that escape from 
the wheat stubs will not return to the 
but they fly throughout — the 
wheat fields and infest. them from 
end to end. In this manner they en- 
tirely escape from their parasites, and 
there is little to prevent their steady 
increase in numbers from year to year 
ill nearly every stem of wheat may 
be infested, |

Eradication Measures 

Since the parasites fail to destroy | 
sawfly grubs in wheat it is essential 
that we, ourselves, perform. this duty | 
if we are to avoid a feneral jnfesta- 
tion of our wheat fields. 

The grub cuts off the straw in the 
fall in order to leave an avenue es- 
cape for the sawtly, into which it will! 
turn in the spring. We ean close | 
this only by Plowing in the stub in 
such a manner that the open end will

be firmly pressed against the earth. 
In order to accomplish this all infest- 
ed stubble must be well plowed at 
some time between harvest and the 
end of the following May. 


With a mouldboard plow, to which 
a jointer or skim-coulter is attached, 
plow in all infested stubble to a depth 
of not less than-six inches at some 
time during this period. 


In order to obtain the most certain 
results this plowing should be done in 
the fal. When this is impossible, 
spring plowing, the earlier the better, 
is satisfacotry, provided the stubble is 
well inverted and the soil is packed 
with a heavy packer. Sawflies can es- 
cape through four inches of loose dry 
earth, but are unable to do so if the 
soil has been packed while it {s still 
moist. 

So essential'is it that this plowing 
be done that the sawfly has been in- 
cluded in the Pest Act of Alberta and 
all farmers, in those districts in which 
the sawfly is still confined to the 
edges are required, from now on, to 
plow:in all infested stubble around the 
edges of their fields, Any noglected 
fields are liable to be the starting 
place of the wheat-prefe ring strain, 
Which will rapidly spreal from it 
throughout the entire Ustrict. 

In this conn'siion it shoul be not: 
ed that aly such stubbi? as is ali 
ally infested (as is shown by fallen 
straws at ‘arvest tlm; need be 
plowed. S'nce, in these lightly infest. 
ed districts, this is usuaily confined 
to the edges of the fis'ds to a depth 
of not more than two ot three rods 
this plowing cunnot move to bea 
hardship 9 anyone, andi it may be 
the means of Saving the entire dis- 
trict from very heavy losses. 

Since the Sawfly amendment to the 
Pest Act was framed it is much to be 
regretted that the sawfly has already 
invaded entire fields in several dis- 
tricts. It is obvious that, in these ar- 
eas, it will not always be practical for 
the farmers to plow in all of their 
infested fields before the end of May. 
In these districts it is much to be 
feared that eradication is no longer 
possible, but the severity of infest- 
ation can be sreatly reduced hy con- 
sistent plowing of as much infested 
stubble as is posible and by conscien- 
tious use of the alleviative measures 
which are now being described by 
sovernment agents in addresses to 
farmers’ meetings throughout these 
districts, 

The loyal cooperations of all of the 
farmers in these districts may result 
in our being able to drive back the 
sawfly to the grass, where it origin- 
ated, ‘when it will once more be pos- 
sible to establish a campaign for the 
eradication of the wheat-preferring 
strain.
